In a few cases, ar- 
rangements have also been made for that 
special training. . 
The Commission was not. able, low- 
ever, to put into operation a general 
scheme of yocational training until a 
seale of maintenance could be arraiged 
for the men undergoing the training and 
for their dependants. The Commission 
has therefore prepared a scale under 
which u smal! sun for personal expenses 
will be granted to the men undergoing 
training, while provision on a sliding 
scale is made for married men and their 
A} dependants, and ‘for those uymarried 
men who have persons*legully dependent 
upon them.

Encouraging Idleness — 


The Calgary Albertan makes some very 
pertinent remarks about the cutting off 
of the patriotic fand from soldiers’ wives 
whio are able.to work, and carn money. 
This, the Albertan argues, encourages 
idleness on the part of many a soldier's 
wile who might “be doing something to 
release another man for the front, andto 
aid in furtliering the war's: victorious 
conclusion. The Albertan says: ° 

“If the wife of a soldier works and 
earns some money, She is not permitted 
j to share in the patriotic fand, © This reg- 
| ulation may have been a wise precaution 
when war. broke out, but it is an unfor- 
}tunate one in. many respects now. It 
places a premiuni upon idleness at atime 
| when the services of every Canadian are 
in demand, 

“*The basic idéa of the fund is thi ut the 
Canadian public protect from need the 
home of the soldier. The added fund for 
the family is available only when itis 
needed, and it is assumod that it is not 
| needed if the wife is‘ earning -for herself. 

“But it works out in another way. 
Wives of soldiers who. in many cases 
would prefer to carn nroney for ‘that 
rainy day, which always threatens, can- 
not do so now without losing the patriotie 
fund, and as there is nothing to gain by 
working, they natarally prefer to remain 
idle. As the regulation is now, ‘they 
woukl be working for nothing. 

“When the patriotic fund was organ- 
ized there was a surfeit of labor both 
male and female, and the restriction if 
not uireasonable, at least was not unex- 
pected. But conditions are different now, 
there is a demand for labor, particularly 
female Jabor; The restriction in the 
patriotic fund js causing much inconyen- 
ience to the public, as well as limiting 
the income of the soldier’s family. + 

“Why not remove that limitation, and 
if the faithful wife does turn her hand to 
work and lays by something for an 
elmergency, every person will be the bet- 
ter for it. 

“Lot the woman work if she wants to 
work, ‘The wife will be better fority 
The soldier will be better for it.

Packages to Prisoners | of tne province for some tinie, has 


Ottawa, Aug. 30.—Owing to diffienltiés 
experienced in sending letters and pack- 


ages to Canadian prisoners of war in |- 


Germany, the postoflice department has 
revised instructions regarding the send- 
ing of mail to Germany. 

Postage need not-be paid on either 
letters. or parcels. Regaring rules as to 
leiters, the departinent reiterates that 
letters must be left open and should not 
exceed in length two sides of a’ sheet of 
note paper ‘and on no sxecouut must the 
writing be crossed. Postcards are pre-|: 
ferred to letters and if the former aresent 
they must not contain views of warships, 
camps, docks, birdseye views and any 
conspicuous landmarks. Communica 
tions should be contined to family news 
and no reference to the naval: military or 
political conditions are-allowed, 

Parcels must not contuin letters, but 
outside of that, there is no restriction as 
to the cantents of parcels as long as they 
are intended for the benefit of the ad- 
dressee, No parcels. should exceed 11 
pounds, Strong cardboard boxes, tin 
boxes, strong wooden boxes and several 
folds of strong packing paper are reconi- 
mended as coverings. The address should 
be as follows: Rank, initials,’ name; 
regiment or other unit; British, Cana- 
dian, French or Belgian, ete.; prisoner 
of war at (place of interment) Gerinany, 
Money may be sent on iiformation 
fron: the postoflice officials.

Weather Lore 
For | Farmers 


Infallible Signs That Foretell the 
Changes of ‘Weather — 


Jerome K. Jerome’s charwoman 
spoke words of wisdom when she re- 
commended the humorist to write on 
the weather if he wanted a subject 
absolutely new. : ‘ 


The weather is always new and 
always furnishing material for new 
and :startling. headlines. It may be 
called the® great record-breaking 
natural phenomenon. AEN! 

* How many winters go by that do 
not boast. of the coldest’ night. in 
twenty years? How many summers 
when the thermometer ,does not boil 
over its previous record which was 
achieved not less than forty years 
before?) This season. bases its pride 

__on.the—greatest—rainfall—since--Con= 
federation. 


The strongest wind on the Atlantic 

~Coagr since the “Saxby” gale” blows 

every second year with the regular- 
ity of the equinox, 

To the farmer, weather is second 
in importance to nothing else, not 
even the soil. These two things are 
co-equal in their effect upon success. 
In a ‘bad season the best farm will 
furnish but indifferent financial re- 
turns, while in a good one the bar- 
renness of a barren becomes only 
moré apparent. 

The relative climatic conditions of 
any farm in Canada are dependent 
upon a number of things. The most 
important are: (1). Altitude, the 
higher the land the lower the mean 
average temperature. (2) Aspect: A 
southern aspect is warmer than a 
northern. (3) Shelter: High land 
well sheltered may be warmer than 
low land exposed. (4) Nearness to 
the sea: The Nearer to the sea the 
less extreme is the temperature. 
Prevailing winds: Bishop Brooks 
said that he felt himself losing his 
religion when the. wind was easterly. 
The soil also loses its fertility when 
the dry, cold’ winds prevail during 
the growing season. (6) Humidity: 
A moist location tends to suffer less 
from night frosts than does a dry lo- 
cality. (7) Color and texture of the 
soil: The darker the soil the more 
heat it absorbs from the sun and the 
better it retains it. i 

These points should all be consid- 
ered in the selection of a farm, and 
in its treatment while under cultiva- 

_ tion, ‘ 

The farmer should take advantage 
quickly of-.any settled type of wea- 
ther, The nature of settled weather 
and how to forecast it are matters 
of paramount importance, 

he’ prime cause of atmospheric 
disturbance is the unequal distribu- 
tion of heat over the earth's surface. 
The higher the temperature of the 
air at any particular place, the 
greater its capacity for holding mois- 
ture. Any lowering of the tempera- 
ture is followed by a condensation of 
the moisture.which appears as clouds 
and eventually as rain. The forma- 
tion of rain from vapor suspended 
‘ -in. the atmosphere is considered to 
be affected by the dust which exists 
in the air even at great elevations. 
This dust imparts. to the sky its 
characteristic blue color. 

Fog and mists are clouds close to 
the ground. Dew does not always 
come from the air, as many suppose, 
but may be caused by evaporation 
of water from the ground. 

Weather is closely related to wind, 
which in turn is related to pressure 
and temperature. The atmospheric 
pressure at the surface: of the earth 
is about fifteen pounds per square 
inch, The barometer, however, re- 
veals that this is- not. constant, but 
varies from time to time. This varia- 
tion td a great extent, determines the 
weather. 

In this latitude winds do not blow 
in a straight line, but in great spiral 
whirls. Sometimes they blow outward 
from a centre of high pressure, some- 
times inward to an area of low pres- 
sure. 

When the barometric reading is 
high, the observer is in.a high pres- 
sure area, and the centre of an out- 
flowing spiral whirl, No wind blows 
here, or very little, for the reason 
that the movement of the air’is down- 

» ward from the dry regions far away 
from the earth. The regions over 
which this wind blows also will have 
fine weather, for there will be no 
moisture in the atmosphere and hence 
no clouds to obscure the sunshine, 
__.A good barometer is essential. Two 
kinds are in use, the mercurial and 
the aeriroid. .The latter is the more 
delicate, differenées of pressure being 
sometimes . observed in transferring 
_ it from the floor to a table. A cheap 
instrument is no better than the pro- 
verbial donkey’s tail; when it is wet 
you know it is raining. 

The meteorological department. at 
Ottawa collects information from the 
entire continent concerning the 
movement of areas of different pres- 
sure. Thus, they are 
forecast future weather conditions 
with a fair degree of accuracy. : 

The following sky signs are very 
often of value: 

Rapidly-moving clouds are a sign 
of worse weather than slowly-mov- 


og ones, 
Hard edged clouds are a sign of 
wind, } ; 

The softer the clouds appear, the 
less wind may be expected, but per- 
haps more rain, 


After a spell of fine, weather the 


approach of wispy. or feathery clouds: 


followed by an overcasting of murky 
vapor is a sure sign of rain, 
A rosy sky at sunset, whether 
clear or cloudy, indicates fine wea- 
/ ther; a red sky in the morning, bad 
weather, Pen 
A high dawn indicates wind; a low 
‘dawn fair weather. A high dawn is 
where the sun appears above a bank 
of cloud; a low dawn. where the 
streaks of light are very low down. 
A misty morning in summer is 
often followed by a fine warm day. 
Remarkable clearness of the at- 
miep hare near the Pe ge is a 
, sign of rain or wind. So also is 
good “hearing” day. %

How Much Do We Know About the

war we imagine ourselves to be see- 
ing?’
